The window that the shot was fired frora was open and we oould hear the police 
radio frotr. below. At atproxliRately li20 I hoard a call come out reporting a 
shooting at 10th and Patton Str* ets involving a police officer. were not 

relieved of ovir a sipniaent and did not ansmr this call. Ve remained where we 
were and continued to help Lt. lay and Pet. Studebaker of the crime lab. 

during the course of our Sf^arch ve found a hroKn -.aper hap which had heen 
used for a lunch saeV; a "r. Perper bottle and s lonp sack nade from hsavy wrapping 
paper, Ve fn^<^^ected th<-, lonf hap had been used to conceal tf^e rifle that had 
'-een "sed 1n the 'Jhootlnft. 

At •T-proxlinataly •>:y^ ™ we left the Poo'- repository and transported the above 
Bentlcned Itepc to the crime lab located st city hall. Ve then returned to our 
office, arrlvlni! ?t the office at arproxiraately 3:00 pm.
